Hongkong. May 31.— The British sec 
ond-class cruiser Pique has arrived 
here from Iloilo and Manilla. She re 
ports all quiet at both places. The 
Spanish garrison at Iloilo numbers 100 
men and the place has no defenses. The 
foreigners there are safe. Suppllea are 
reaching plentifully from theaurround- 
ing country. There is no panic at 
Manilla.

A war conference was held at the 
Wtalto Hooaa between the president 
and hta war secretariea— Alger and 
Long— and Major Oeneral Hllea, In 
command of the army. 

General Miles made known that im 
mediately following the receipt of def 
inlta intormation aa to the presence 
of tha Spaaiah fleet at Santiago^ he 
had gone to the war department and 
bad issued telegraphic ordcrw putting 
the troops in motion, and thus start- 
ing the forward movement of the mil- 
itary arm ot the aerriee. 

It was said at the war department 
that chief reliance wcmld be placed at 
the outset on the United States reg- 
ulars, moat of whom are centered in 
Florida. 4Bd in auch Tolonteer regi- 
nenta aa ware thoroughly equipped 
and reasonably well eeaaoned for 
service. 

Although the ofBcials will not state 
llow many troopa are available for 
activa aervlce, it ia roughly estimated 
that there are about 20,000 regulara 
and 13,000 volunteers at Tampa.

DLCOK.ATION DAY. 

The nine »nd the Or.iy .Mlncled Toffrthe 
at tho Grave*. 

Washington, May 31.— Decoration 
day waa observed here and through' 
out the United States with unuaual 
Interest, owing, it would seem, to the 

emotions exclfil by the exist^'nce of 
war at the present time, and the re- 
cent mobiliiation and departure ot 
troops from all northern sectiona tor 
the south, which hak vividly recalled 
the scenes of former years. 

In the center of the field of "The 
Bivouac of the Dead," the great am- 
phitheater of the National cemetery 
at Arlington. President McKlnley and 
three of his cabinet joined 6,00n other 
citizens in doing honor to the patriotic 
dead. 

Ceremonlea were held simultaneous 
ly in aeveral parte ot the cemetery, but 

the main ceremony was in the amphi 
theater close to the old Mansion. 

Tliero some 2.000 or more gathered, 
while on the platform was a distin 
gulshed company headed by Preaident 
McKlnley, Vice President Hobart, SeC' 
retary of War Alger. Secretary of the 
Treasury Oage, Secretary of Agrlcul 
ture Wilson and United SUtes Sena- 
tor Thurston ot Nebraaka, the orator 
of the day. 

Just back of them sat Commissioner 
of Pensions Cvans and other offlrials 
the Chinese minister and the Korean 
minister and partlea from their lega< 
tiona. 

The last chapter of the history of 

secession and sectional strife in the 
United States Is closed, the word 
"finis" having been written as If by 
magic when the Maine was blown up 
by the treacherous Spaniards in Ha- 
vana harbor, and now for the first 
time since the revolution tho blue and 
the gray mingle together at the graves 
of their comrades as brothers. 

Thia was the scene witneaaed in 
many parta of the country, and it was 
an inspiring event— a warning to the 
world that this is In fact, as well as 
in name, a united country— the United 
States.

Key West, May 81.— Everybody 

knows now that Spain's fl.ving s(iuad- 
ron — four splendid rruisers and two 
torpedo boat destroyers— la Impria- 
oned in Santiago harbor. 

This tact haa heen known torlShours, 
and the sp^'culation now Is over the 
p:ol)uble disposition of the Spaniards 
- wliether they will be blockaded or 
tbe forts reduced and the vessala com- 
pelled to flcht 

In the latter case there can be but 
one result, for Commodore Schley has 
some of thi' finest ships In the world, 
to say nothing of cruisers and varioua 
smaller vessels, and could in a few 
daya be reinforced by other powerful 
warships. It would be foolhardiness 
on the parr of ('crvera to offer battle. 

An interesting fact remains to be 
told of the reasons which led Cervera to 
Santiago and ot the way in which he 
was hemmed in. 

It Is now known that when tho 
Spanish admiral sailed for the West 
Indies he e- pet ted to enter San Joan 
de Porto Rico for coal and suppllea. 

On touching at Curacao for news 
his plana were upset by the receipt of 
dispatches relling him that Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson had bombarded the 
San Juan fortifications and waa atill 
in the neighborhood ot Porto Rico. 

Thereupon Cervera sailed for tho 
south coast of Cuba. Why he entered 
the Santiag^o harbor instead of the 
harbor of Cienfuegos is not known, 
but the Anwrkan commandara were 
inclined to think tha ItllllMrll BOoM 
go to the latter port. 

It Is certain that Cervera could not 
have escaped from Santiago without 
being discovered, tor the American 
scouta had heen prowling about the 
port for 10 daya, and other scouts had 
not been far away. Practically San- 
tiago has been blockaded for that 
length of time. 

Cervera's coal ship, which followed 
him from Curacao to Santiago, was 
cept'ired last Wednesday, and at the 
very moment when the Queen regent 
was cabling her congratulations, the 
coils were lightening about him. 

The belief here Is that all other 
movementa In the West Indies will be 
held in ab«yan,c.e until the Spanish 
squadron is dispfjsed of. 

In case Santiago is attacked the 
news of battle will be aent trom Mole 
St. Nicholp^ and Kingston, and the 
priaonera and wounded will be aent 
to Kay Wcat
